Homeowners oppose tract

A proposed development north of the 
Calabasas Landfill is meeting with opposi- 
tion from local homeowners. 

Members of the Las Virgenes 
Homeowners Federation have opposed 
developer Las Virgenes Properties’ attempt 
to increase density of their project. 

The parcel is currently zoned for 77 to 120 
dwelling units. The developer is proposing 
an amendment which would allow 127 single 
family homes, 1,700 apartments and six 
acres of commercial property. 

Las Virgenes Properties is proposing the 
increase to pay for the cost of building an 
extension of Thousand Oaks Boulevard to 
exit on Las Virgenes Road, north of the 
freeway. 

If built, the road would extend westerly to 
the Cheeseboro Canyon National Recrea- 
tion Area. The proposed road is intended to 


extend easterly to the Morrison Develop- 
ment between the city of Hidden Hills and 
Las Virgenes Road. 

Los Angeles County is requesting Las 
Virgenes Properties to build the extension to 
relieve the impact of thé development. But 
the development will be creating more traffic 
and a greater need for services if permission 
is allowed for increased density. : 


Steve Grossbard of Las Virgenes Proper- 
ties discussed this problem at the Jan. 21 
federation meeting, saying his firm would 
not be proposing so much if they weren’t 
required to build the road. 


Dave Brown, federation president, said 


the road building would be the major cost 


incurred in the development. “It would 
require a huge amount of grading,” he said. 
“They’d have to cut into mountain sides to 
put it in. The majority of the area they have 
to grade is in building the road. The county 
is forcing a road in that the people don’t 
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want.” 

If the extension were built, it would dead- 
end at the Cheeseboro Canyon National 
Recreation Area. The only further extension 
of the road would occur if Jerry Oren, 
‘Encino developer, gets permission for a 
county zoning amendment to build four 
times as many residences and three times as 
much commercial area now called for in the 
General Plan. The proposed Oren develop- 
ment is south of Cheeseboro Park. 

The Santa Monica Mountains National 
Recreation Area and a private party would 
need to grant road easements to Oren before 
Thousand Oaks Boulevard could be 
extended to Cheseboro Canyon, east of the 
Agoura Hills city line. 

Requests for zoning changes from both 
Las Virgenes Properties and Oren have been 
denied so far by Los Angeles County 
Regional Planning Commission. 

Thousand Oaks Boulevard dead-ends 
alongside Agoura High School property and 
Agoura Hills does not want it to be extended 
further. 

“We have a disparity between the county 
and city,” said David Carmany, city man- 
ager for Agoura Hills. Our city plan shows 
Thousand Oaks Boulevard not being 
extended. In order for that road to go 
through, a general plan amendment would 
be required. We see Agoura Road, south of 
the freeway, as the logical extension. 

“In all manner of planning, explicit goals 
are needed,” he added. “All manner of servi- 
ces relies on general plans that are adopted. 
We think in general it is wise to stick to the 
general plan and not increase densities.”

Chamber 
responds

“He had no understanding of who our 
businesses are, what they are, and what they 
do,” said Gary Mueller, president of the 
Agoura/Las Virgenes Chamber of Com- 
merce, as he replied to remarks made by 
Mayor Jack W. Koenig.

chamber is called the Agoura/Las Virgenes 
Chamber of Commerce is because there was — 
once two chambers that served much of the 


same area and they combined to form one. 
The chamber basically covers Agoura Hills,

Mueller recently discussed this with 
Koenig and David Carmany, city manager. 
In addition, Koenig and Carmany agreed to 
study several possible projects that the 
chamber and the city might work jointly on.

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Agoura Hills council to limit

Where will Agoura High School students 
park their cars? 

Not on specified locations along Driver 
Avenue if an ordinance designating a prefer- 
ential parking district is passed by Agoura 
Hills City Council. The ordinance is sche- 
duled for first reading Jan. 27. 

The district, which includes the north 
side of Driver Avenue from Foothill Drive 
to Lewis Road and the south side of Driver 
Avenue from Easterly to Lewis Road, will 
eliminate only five or six spaces utilized by 
students, said Dr. Michael Botsford, princi- 
pal of AHS. As one who had suggested such 
a designation, Botsford said, “We support 
and agree with the preferential area.” 

Parking around the high school became 
an issue about a year ago, when area resi- 
dents voiced concerns about traffic safety 
and illegal parking by students. Since then, 
school and city official have met frequently 
in an attempt to resolve the problems. 

If the upcoming ordinance is passed, resi- 


_ dents will have to secure permits in order to 


park in the preferential parking district 
between 7 a.m. and 4 p.m. There will be no 
cost for them unless they must be replaced, 
said Vince Mastrosimone, Agoura Hills 
public works director. The permits will not 
be available to students. 

Botsford estimated that about 450 stu- 


‘student parking on Driver 


dents of the 1800 enrolled at the school drive 
there each day. With only 229 on-campus 


parking spaces, students’ cars spill out onto 


adjacent streets. Botsford expects the 
school’s population to continue to grow for 
the next two or three years and then top out. 


He said the school district is investigating 
a variety of ways that the parking squeeze 
could be alleviated. Nearby property could 
be leased on a long-term basis, the school 
parking lot could be repainted to add spaces 
and some areas on the campus could be 
paved. He added that if Thousand Oaks 
Boulevard goes through, more curbside 
parking would become available. 


Dr. Albert D. Marley, superintendent of 
Las Virgenes Unified School District, said 
that there are two potential spots on the 
campus where parking spaces could be 
added. One is a small piece of land near the 
shop class complex where about 20 spaces 
could be created. Anaother area on the nor- 
theast corner of the property is a possibility, 
but Marley said he is unclear as to how much 
ef it belongs to the district and how much 
will be considered right-of-way when Thou- 
sand Oaks Boulevard is continued. Thus, it 
is impossible for him to estimate the number 
of spaces that could be made. 


Botsford said that the city and the school 
district need to continue to jointly look at 
some of the options available because the 
problem is a shared concern.

Hills, says the center doesn’t 
get.many pit bulls.

Turner says that it’s almost 
always the owner who is at 
fault when a dog misbehaves.

the owner to control them.” 

He says that a pit bull can 
be friendly towards people, 
but might be aggressive to 
other dogs and cats. 

Turner says that any dog 
can develop aggressive behav- 
ior, “‘All breeds bite. All 
breeds fight.” He says that 
Los Angeles County has 
passed “A Dangerous Dog 
Ordinance”’ which gives 
animal control officers an 
extra tool when dealing with a 
dog who bites someone or 
kills another animal in an 
unprovoked attack. The 
animal can be kept at the shel- 
ter until a hearing is held or 
boarded at a kennel. This gets 
the dog off the street. 

At the hearing, shelter per- 
sonnel can recommend that 
the dog be destroyed, or 
returned to its owner under 
what Turner calls “special cir- 
cumstances, such as the dog 
be locked up or muzzled when 
out on a leash in public.” 


Turner says that the dog 
can even be sent out of the 
county. The county to which 
the dog is sent, would be 
notified. 


So if an owner has a dog on 
his property that he is not 
supposed to have, he can be 
punished by a jail sentence 
and a fine. 


Agoura Hills is considering 
passing legislation to outlaw 
pit bulls. However, since the 
county passed its dangerous 
dog ordinance last November, 
Turner says that the shelter 
has confiscated 10 dogs, 
including one pit bull that 
killed another dog.

presence of a bacterial infec- 
tion pus may also be noted. 

The lesions are seen most 
often on the head, limbs, nails. 
and in some cases the rest of 
the body might be involved. 
Irritation is generally not a 
problem, therefore itching is 
not often seen. 

The confirmation of ring- 
worm is made by a Wood’s 
light test, skin scraping and 
fungal culture. The treatment 
consists of oral and topical 
medication, as well as fungic- 
idal baths. The response to 
therapy is normally good. 

Since ringworm is conta- 
gious to other pets and 
humans, any dogs and cats 
with signs that may be sugges- 
tive of ringworm should 
receive prompt veterinary 
care.

Law limits land

Officials of the Santa Mon- 
ica Mountains National 
Recreation Area were sur- 
prised to learn of legislation 
that could affect the way land 
is purchased in the future. 

Congress recently passed 
legislation, sponsored by Sid- 
ney Yates, a congressman 
from Cook County, Illinois, 


that will restrict the SMNRA 
from buying land that once 
had a building on it. If the 
land owner does not wish to 
sell the property for parkland 
and wants to build on it 
instead, SMNRA is now 
required to leave the land 
owner alone and not pursue 
parkland purchase. 

In the past, SMNRA had 
the right to declare eminent 
domain for parkland, though 
they never exercised the 
option, according to Dan 
Kuehn, SMNRA superin- 
tendent. Now the right of 
eminent domain can only be 
used if there were no prior 
buildings on the property. 

“This new law is in effect as 
part of the appropriations bill 
(in which SMNRA received 
$1 million for 1988),” said 
Kuehn. “We don’t know how 
many properties are out there 
(that we want to purchase) 
with homes that used to exist. 
The law went through 
quickly, No one I’m 
acquainted with knew any- 
thing about this.” 

Murphy Dunn owns 
acreage in Zuma Canyon that 
SMNRA wanted to buy for 
parkland. When Dunn 
received permission to build a 
home, SMNRA still was 
interested in purchasing the 
land and surveyed it by 
helicopter.

“Murphy Dunn’s father is a 
friend of Sidney Yates,”’ 
Kuehn said. “His father heads 
the Cook County commis- 
sioners which is like our board 
of supervisors.

Sen. Ed Davis (R- 
Chatsworth) has endorsed the 
initiative, according to Feld- 
man. Gray Davis, state con- 
troller has also endorsed the 
bill, said Joe Edmiston, exec- 
utive director the Santa Mon- 
ica Mountains Conservancy. 

Feldman discussed how the 
measure would affect taxpay- 
ers’ pocketbooks: “A real ball- 
park figure would be about 
$1.50 per year for 20 years,” 
she said. “The funds would 
come from the state general 
fund.” 

She explained that about 
1.2 percent of the state’s 
general funds are currently 
used to fund bonds. With pas- 
sage of the initiative, she said, 
5 percent of the funds would 
be used. ‘‘That’s still low, 
when compared to other 
states.” 

Feldman said California’s 
bonds are considered safe 
investments, “rated AAA by 
Moody’s, a bond rating 
company.”

A move to change the form 
of govenment for Agoura 
Hills from a general law city 
to a charter city which “max- 
imizes local control over local 
issues,” was the recommenda- 
tion of Gregory Stepanicich, 
city attorney, at a recent city 


council meeting. — 
According to Stepanicich, 


charter cities derive their 
powers directly from the Cali- 
fornia Constitution. General 
law cities, on the other hand, 
are subject to the general laws 
of the state. 

In his report to the council, 
he states, “...it is clear that asa 
charter city, Agoura Hills 
would be able to legislate con- 
cerning the following impor- 
tant areas: municipal elec- 
tions, municipal initiative, 
referendum and recall, proce- 
dures for adoption of ordi- 
nances; compensation for city 
officers and employees; public 
works contracts, public 
financing, general municipal 
taxes and business license 
taxes.” 

This means that the city 
would be able to determine its 
own rules for these matters 
which are now strictly gov- 
erned by state law. For exam- 
ple, the city could determine 


when it is or is not necessary.

How to quit smokin

With the dawn of a new 
year, month, day or hour, 
numerous smokers, stub out 
their cigarettes and in the 
midst of a cloudy haze 
resolve to quit puffing. An 
hour or so later, some of 
them will then decide to buy 
just one more carton and 
reconsider their resolution 
when it’s empty. Others will 
truly make the monumental 
effort. For them many 
options are available. 

They could quit cold tur- 
key, try hypnosis, acupunc- 
ture, innoculations, medica- 
tion, seminars, classes or a 
combination. Newspapers, 
radio, TV and yellow pages 























advertise methods in all of 
the above except the first. 

Cold turkey is not advisa- 
ble, says Trudy Hunt of 
Westlake Village, a market- 
ing representative for Smo- 
kenders, because it can 
create problems with nico- 
tine withdrawal. She says 
that one of 10 people can do 
it. Motivation can be a fac- 
tor. A documented case 
exists of a 40-year smoker 
who quit on the dime when 
the cost of cigarettes went up 
a nickel a pack. 

Hunt and her husband, 
Dick, had quit cold turkey 
after having been heavy 
smokers for 20 years, but 
they both began smoking 
again before they reluctantly 
attended their first Smo- 
kenders class. “I was so 
impressed with the ease with 
which we were giving up 
smoking that I asked how I 
could get involved in the 
program,” says Hunt, who 
has been a non-smoker since 
1971 as has her husband. 

She explains that the six- 
week program, which allows 
participants to continue 
smoking for the first four 
weeks, teaches behavior 
modification in a sequential 
manner that prepares people 
physically and psychologi- 
cally to stop smoking. 

David Levinson, the facil-

itator for Make a Decision 
program at the Telesis Cen- 
ter in Thousand Oaks, 
smoked for 35 years before 
stopping more than five 
years ago. He explains that 
his program, which is given 
during a weekend, provides 
nine full hours of group 
counseling. 

Meditation is included to 
help participants learn to 
reduce stress and electro- 
acupuncture is offered under 
auspices of a physician. 
Acupuncture is not required, 
but Levinson believes in a 
variety of methods, “wha- 
tever works.” He says that 
the program tries to give 
smokers the tools they will 
need to become non-smokers 
for the rest of their lives. 

Seventh Day Adventists 
do not smoke. Therefore 
their Five Day Plan to Stop 
Smoking is provided as a 
community service. June 
Silva of the church’s Health 
Ministry for Southern Cali- 
fornia, says that the 25-year- 
old program is considered a 
pioneer in the stop-smoking 
movement. “It is based on 
sound, simple health princi- 
ples,” she says. “There are 
four dimensions: physical, 
mental, social and spiritual, 
which is not tied to religion, 
but is similar to the princi- 
ples of Alcoholics

tus. For most of these undersized adolescents, they feel 
trapped in, and doomed by, their lack of height. Should 
they not be fortunate enough to get out of their shortness, 
they must adjust to the reality of being less than an ideal 
man. 

What is too short, anyway? While six feet seems to be the 
magic ideal for manliness, many men would be glad to settle 
for five and two-thirds feet. Many fellows under five and 
one-half feet walk around feeling that they have a neon sign 
pointing out how short they are. 

With short stature, of course, goes the fear that the geni- 
tals attached to the pint-sized body will be woefully inade- 
quate in size and function. While this concern is unwar- 
ranted physiologically, it is a psychological issue and often a 
self-fulfilling prophecy that can play havoc with one’s sex 
life. 

Besides being short, there is the problem of being skinny 
and scrawny. The ninety-eight pound weakling getting sand 
kicked-in-his-face syndrome is a stereotype that has not yet 
died. While being near anorectic might be “in” for women, 
the more heavily muscled look is still where it’s at for men. 
So much is made about “hunkolas” that the skinny guy is 
relegated to an inferior status. 

Our culture’s idealized beauty standards play havoc with 
men as well as with women. Small men get the short end of 
the stick when it comes to appearing masculine. 

A single woman in her late thirties, of average height, 
lamented that she had met a delightful man that seemed like 
a good catch, “except,” she added, “he’s just too short. I 
know it shouldn’t matter, but it does. He’s shorter than I 
am and when I wear heels, I tower over him. I’m just too 
uncomfortable with that.” 

Clearly, not everyone discriminates against small men, 
but enough do so that it makes being small tough for many 
men. It’s not the worst shortcoming. Many small men make 
fine adjustments to their physical stature. If nothing more, 
it’s one of life’s inconveniences. For many men, though, it’s 
more than a small problem. |

“Agoura Hills is probably 
going to become the first city 
to resolve to be a xeriscaped 
city (in California),” said 
Randall Ismay of Associated 
Irrigation Consultants and 
consultant to the city, in dis- 
cussing a proposed move by 
the city to issue a proclama- 


tion Jan. 27 declaring 
Agoura Hills’ intention of 
becoming a xericape city. 


“Xeriscape means approp- 
riate horticulture,” said Joe 
Donofrio, city parks and 
recreation director. Donofrio 
has long been a proponent of 
the xeriscape philosophy. It 
is a philosophy in which an 
individual, group or agency 
consents to design a lands- 


cape that most resembles, 
within fiscal capability, the 
surrounding environment 
that it can afford, he 
explained. 


According to Ismay, there 
are four principles involved. 
They say that the reason for 
landscaping is functional; the 
site and all its considerations 
such as soil, exposure, and 
the like be considered; that 


the installation and mainte- 
nance be done economically; 
and, that it is done aestheti- 
cally. The by-product of this 
approach, said Ismay, is a 
Savings in water, fertilization 
and maintenance costs. 


Donofrio began instituting 
this program when city 
council expressed an interest 
in conserving water in the 
parks. He got actively 


involved in applying the xer- 
iscape principles in maintain- 
ing parks, medians and street 
trees. The Las Virgenes 
Municipal Water District has 
also been involved in the 
project. 

As a result, drought toler- 
ant ground cover was used in 
medians the city installed 
along Kanan Road near

I’m sitting here twirling a 
pair of titanium Alfa Romeo 
sunglasses, staring at a picture 
of my classic Ferrari and 
wondering why I’ve fallen in 
love with Chevrolet’s bargain- 
basement Sprint Metro. 

The Sprint Metro doesn’t 
remotely resemble a Ferrari. 
It looks like it’s from a Tonka 
Toy catalog, and has tires so 
skinny they might fit on my 
classic, 1950s three-speed 
Raleigh bicycle. 

The Sprint Metro costs 
$5,495, not counting the $230 
delivery charge. It is built for 
Chevy by Suzuki, and is the 
least expensive Chevrolet. It’s 
also the top fuel economy car 
in the United States. 

I found while testing the car 
that it’s almost as much fun to 
drive as the late Steve 
McQueen’s 1960 Austin- 
Healey Sebring Sprite sports 
car I recently raced on a track 
in the Bahamas. 

Unlike McQueen’s car, the 
Sprint Metro delivers aston- 
ishing fuel economy. It has 
won, for the third year in a 
row, the top rating in the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency’s gasoline mileage 
tests, delivering 58 miles per 
gallon on the highway and 54 
in the city.

That kind of economy once 
was reserved for motorcyles. 
But the Sprint Metro is a real 
car, with decent room for 
three 6-footers and a child - or 
four 6-footers if the driver 
doesn’t mind shoving his seat 
forward a bit. 

A tall driver also can push 
his seat back a long way and 
not be cramped. The cargo 
area holds four grocery bags, 
and the rear seat flips forward 
to offer generous cargo room 
for a small car. 

The Sprint Metro is very 
small. “Petite” might better 
describe the two-door hatch- 
back; it has a wheel base of 
only 88.4 inches and is 141.1 
inches long. In contrast 
Chevy’s compact Cavalier is 
174.5 inches long. 

Incidentally, a larger, four- 
door Sprint with a bigger 
rear-seat area is offered for 
$6,585. It has a 93.2-inch 
wheelbase and is 145.1 inches 
long. 

With 46 horsepower, the 
frugal-minded Sprint Metro 
has the least horsepower in 
the Sprint lineup. Regular 
versions have 48 horsepower. 
There’s a racy looking turbo- 
charged Turbo Sprint with 70 
horsepower that blazes from 0 
to 60 miles per hour in 8.7 
seconds. 

The Sprint Metro does 0 to 
60 in 13.8 seconds, which is

However, the auto’s econ- 
omy gearing holds down the 
noise level, and the Sprint 
Metro comfortably cruises at 
65 to 75 miles per hour with- 
out being too noisy. 

The only rub with the gear- 
ing is you can’t use fourth gear 
below 35 miles per hour with- 
out causing the engine to lug. 
That’s just as well because you 
need to use second or third 
gear around town for the best 
performance. 

In true economy tradition, 
the Sprint Metro doesn’t 
come with a radio, although 
one can be ordered. Its heat- 
ing system worked beautifully 
even in subd-zero 
temperatures. 

The Sprint Metro’s steering 
is fast and accurate with good 
road feel, the brakes feel reas- 
suring and handling is surpris- 
ingly good for a car with 
skinny wheels and tires. 

Gasoline bills look like 
they’re from a motor scooter. 

No wonder the Sprint 
Metro is a heart-stealer.

Theme park would be 


ideal for Agoura Hills 


One of the most interesting 
concepts from the municipal 
elections of 1987 was the 
notion that the Conejo Valley, 
including Agoura Hills, 
would benefit from a Visitors’ 
Bureau. 

This is a tantalizing 
thought, given the fact that 
Agoura Hills is about to open 
its first major hotel, and there 
is one other major hotel 
planned for the freeway corri- 
dor. Should Agoura Hills 
adopt a Community Redevel- 
opment Agency (CRA), the 
city has a golden opportunity 
to create and own facilities 
that will make Agoura Hills a 
tourist destination. 

For example, using the 
CRA, Agoura Hills could 
sponsor an amusement attrac- 
tion within the freeway corri- 
dor extolling the virtues of 
our area. Agoura Hills could 
invest in an attraction 
emphasizing the history and 
semi-rural nature of the area. 

We can even get our basic 
ideas by looking at our City 
Seal. Ladyface Mountain is 
our most distinctive geogra- 
phic and historic landmark. 
The majestic oak is indicative 
of the area’s rural nature. 
Chumash Indian artifacts 


remind us of the Indian cul- 
ture that existed here 1000 
years before the first devel- 
oper turned a shovel of dirt. 
The Reyes Adobe, the symbol 
of the area’s Spanish and 
Mexican heritage, reminds us 
of a romantic era of bygone 
days. Add all this to the area’s 
movie making history and a 
theme park could be born, 
perhaps similar in spirit and 
character to Hawaii’s Polyne- 
sian Culture Center. 

A task force could be 
appointed by City Council to 
investigate the prospect of a 
theme park developed 
through the CRA. City profits 
would be realized through the 
publicly-held facilities and 
through taxes generated by 
the ancillary private enter- 
prises growing up around it. 

The City Council of 
Agoura Hills is currently 
faced with the prospect of 
developing a park and recrea- 
tion system. In order to be 
able to acquire recreational 
facility sites, deliver high level 
of program, and fund the 
facilities that we so desper- 
ately need, the city must be 
prepared to make a large 
investment in itself. 

The city cannot rely on the

Agoura Hills, through the 
CRA and in conjunction with 
private enterprise, could own 
and operate an equestrian 
center or theme park project 
or both, through which 
Agoura Hills and the entire 
Conejo Valley would become 
a tourist destination generat- 
ing tremendous profits for our 
city. 

All the activity generated 
through the equestrian facili- 
ties, theme park, hotels and 
ancillary private facilities 
would be in the freeway corri- 
dor area and not impact on 
our residential neighbor- 
hoods.
